Ex-Venezuelan president 
to be entombed in US 




Tuareg Warriors 

BAMAKO, Mali (AFP) - 
Hundreds of young Tuareg 
from Mali and Niger, includ¬ 
ing former rebels, are being 
recruited by embattled 
Libyan leader Moamer Kad¬ 
hafi to fight off a popular up¬ 
rising, officials in northern 
Mali said. 
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"We are 
worried in ma¬ 
ny respects," 
said Abdou 
Salam Ag As- 
salat, president 
of the Regional 
Assembly of 
Kidal. 

These 
young people 
"are going in 
masses (to 

Libya). It's 

very dangerous 
for us because 
whether Kad¬ 
hafi resists or 
he falls, there will be an im¬ 
pact for our region." 

He said regional authori¬ 
ties "are trying to dissuade 
them" from leaving, particu¬ 
larly ex-rebels, but that it was 
not easy as there were "dol¬ 
lars and weapons" waiting for 
them. 

Assalat said an entire net¬ 
work was in place to organise 
the trip to Libya. 

"Kadhafi's reach stretches 
to us. He knows who to call, 
they make group trips. There 
seems to be an air link from 
Chad. Others go by road to 
southern Libya." 

"All of that scares me, re¬ 
ally, because one day they 
will come back with the 
same arms to destabilise the 
Sahel," said Assalat, adding 
that "a former Malian Tuareg 
rebel leader is also in Libya", 
but did not mention his 
name. 

The mayor of Kidal, Arba- 
cane Ag Bazayak, shared the 
same concern: "What will 
they do next? Come back 
with the same weapons. It is 
a danger for the entire sub-re¬ 
gion." 

The Tuareg, a nomadic 
community of about 1.5 mil¬ 
lion people are divided be¬ 
tween Niger, Mali, Algeria, 
Libya and Burkina Faso. In 
the 1990s and 2000 Mali and 
Niger were plagued by Tua¬ 


reg rebellions. 

Witnesses report the pres¬ 
ence of sub-Saharan African 
citizens in Libya, who are 
being used as mercenaries by 
pro-Kadhafi forces. 

But for those from south 
of the Sahara who have been 
stranded in Libya as the re¬ 
volt spreads, life is growing 
increasingly desperate. 

Yesterday, 122 Malians 
who were working in a Chi¬ 
nese factory in Tiji, south 
east of Tripoli, arrived back 
in Bamako with assistance 
from the International Or¬ 
ganization for Migration 
(IOM). 

It was in Tunisia that they 
were put on a special plane to 
Bamako. 

An official with the IOM 
in Bamako told AFP the or¬ 
ganization would cover the 
cost of the return of the 
Malians. 

Senegal announced it 
would repatriate nearly 500 
of its nationals trying to es¬ 
cape the violence that has 
swept the North African 
country. 


MIAMI, Florida (AFP) - A 
US judge ordered former 
Venezuelan president Carlos 
Andres Perez be interred in 
Miami after a two-month 
legal battle over his remains. 

The order came from state 
judge Arthur Rothenberg, 
who had attempted to nego¬ 
tiate a settlement in the case 
brought by Perez's first wife 
seeking the remains to be 
sent back to Venezuela. 

"The solution is.... to en¬ 
tomb the earthly remains of 
Mr. Perez in a decent and 
dignified manner in Miami- 


Dade County, 
Florida," the 
judge said in an 
order ahead of a 
full trial in the 
case. 

He added 
that this would 
allow the trans¬ 
fer to Venezuela 
of the remains 
in case the deci¬ 
sion is reversed. 

Perez's final 
resting place 
"will be decided 
by this court in 
due course, in a renewed and 
expanded time frame in 
which the issues can be fully 
explored by the parties and 
presented in a tranquil envi¬ 
ronment, free of haste which 
so often results in error," the 
judge wrote. 

Perez's longtime compan¬ 
ion in Miami had argued that 
he wanted his remains kept 
in the United States. 

Perez died December 25 
at age 88. 

The family of Perez's first 
wife Blanca Rodriguez and 
their six children sought to 
have the remains repatriated. 

But his longtime compan¬ 
ion Cecilia Matos and their 
two daughters vowed to re¬ 
spect what they insist was 
Perez's wish to return to 
Venezuela only when full 
democracy, in his view, was 
restored. 

The former leader was a 
fierce critic of current 
Venezuelan President Hugo 
Chavez, whom he described 
as "Satan." 

He had been living in 
Miami with Matos and their 
daughters Maria Francia and 
Cecilia Victoria since 1999 
to avoid an arrest warrant 
from the Venezuelan govern¬ 
ment for his role in violent 
riots a decade earlier known 
as the "Caracazo" that left at 
least 276 people dead.

Search party enters Aruba’s jail, 
conducts clean sweep 



Recently, in cooperation with 
Prison authorities and the Po¬ 
lice Force, the Office of Public 
Justice entered the Jail (KIA) 
to conduct a massive search in 
one of the wings of the jail. 
The reason for this coordinated 
action was because of an inci¬ 
dent, which occurred last Sun¬ 
day, when 8 prisoners climbed 
up on top of the roof and 
caused quite a stir. 

The search lasted several 
hours. During the search action 
prisoners were stood up and 
searched. Prison guards were 
also submitted to the search ac¬ 
tion, they were all body 


searched. The search party 
looked for cellular phones, 
drugs, firearms and other ob¬ 
jects that could be used as 
weapons. The action produced 
a cell phone, a small quantity 
of Marihuana, two knives and 
a host of objects that were ei¬ 
ther filed sharp or manipulated 
to be used as weapons. All 
prison guards were clean. The 
prison wing that was searched 
has over 40 prison cells. The 
cell phone, drugs and firearms 
found were in the possession 
of prisoners. 

The Office of Public Justice 
is pleased with the way the 


search action was conducted 
and with the cooperation of the 
KIA staff. It is their intention 
to conduct similar searches on 
a fairly regular basis in an ef¬ 
fort to maintain the security of 
prisoners and prison guards. 

The justice officials are 
committed to fulfilling their 
responsibility to keep Aruba 
safe and any indication of 
threats due to the presence of 
firearms or other manmade 
weaponry which could be used 
in the prison will be removed 
in order to ensure the contin¬ 
ued safety in our prison sys¬ 
tem.

On March 19, 2011 Aruba will 
host its first Lionfish Derby to 
reduce the population of this 
invasive species and at the 
same time acquaint seafood 
lovers with the fact that it is 
considered a delicacy. 

The event is to stimulate in¬ 
terest in controlling the rapid 
propagation of Lionfish within 
Aruba waters; with no know 
predators and a voracious ap¬ 
petite, Lionfish can quickly 
decimate the delicate balance 
of the reef environment. 

Teams who register will sail 
out on Saturday, March 19, to 
catch as may Lionfish as pos¬ 
sible. 

There will be three cash 
prizes awarded: 

1. Most Lion Fish caught 
by a group: Afls. 250 

1. Biggest Lion Fish by 
length: Afls. 250 

2. Most Lion Fish by an in¬ 
dividual: Afls. 250 

The most interesting and 


exciting part of this tourna¬ 
ment will be afterwards, when 
the Lionfish will be grilled at 
Hadicuari Restaurant for all 
those present, so they may 
taste this delicacy. Lionfish are 
fine eating; so with our ap¬ 
petites we can also help control 
its invasion of our waters. 

During the tournament 
there will be tents offering 
mouth-watering seafood and 
other dishes, ice cold refresh¬ 
ments and activities to make 
the event a tremendous family 
day. 

Since the first reported 
sighting in Aruba’s waters of 
lionfish, the interest of divers, 
tour operators and fishermen to 
participate in such a tourna¬ 
ment has grown. Videos on 
facebook.com/hadicurari 
show how easy it is to fillet 
this excellent food fish. 

Important Notice: spear 
guns, slingshots and harpoons 
are prohibited by law and can¬ 


not be used to catch the fish. 
Extreme measures are not nec¬ 
essary. A simple homemade 
iron hook and bait tied with 
rope is enough to catch lionfish 
as they are slow moving and 
have no fear of predators; they 
will eat anything and every¬ 
thing in their path. Because of 
this, if left unchecked, they 
pose a severe threat to our 
coral reef, ecosystems, tourism 
and fisheries of the region, in 
general. 

As a top predator, it con¬ 
sumes juvenile snapper and 
grouper along with algae-eat- 
ing parrotfish. This can have a 
negative effect for our reefs, 
fishermen, restaurants and our 
economy. The largest of lion- 
fish can grow to about 15 
inches (0.4 meters) in length, 
but the average is closer to 1 
foot (0.3 meters). It also has a 
high reproductive rate. 

The Lion fish is venomous 
and its spines (dorsal, anal and 
ventral) which can cause injury 
to humans with severe pain. 
The fish must be handled with 
special care, however, it is 
NOT poisonous, and so it is 
quite safe to eat. If stung, im¬ 
merse the wound in hot water, 
which breaks down the venom, 
and seek medical attention. 
Once the spines are removed 


the fish is harmless and can be 
handled without any risk. 

Organizers ask that even 
those not participating unite to 
control the lionfish population 
population. When dining at 
seafood restaurants request li¬ 
onfish and inqure why they 
don’t have it on the menu. 
When SCUBA diving or snor- 
keling, if a lionfish is spotted, 
help eliminate it from our wa¬ 
ters by catching or culling it if 
possible and properly equipped 
or PLEASE report it to the au¬ 
thorities; in this way, you are 
helping to preserve our reefs.

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Perfect make-up every time, 
thanks to your computer 




HANOVER, Germany (AFP) 
- Every woman's dream is to 
have her own personal make¬ 
up artist. That dream could 
soon be a reality with a com¬ 
puter that scans your face and 
suggests the perfect person¬ 
alised make-up combination. 

The technology, show¬ 
cased at CeBIT, the world's 
biggest high-tech fair, takes a 
3D image of your face and 
measures your complexion, 
shadows and lines. 

Specially designed com¬ 
puter software then matches 
your face to 60 pre-pro¬ 
grammed models and advises 
how much make-up should 
be applied to which parts of 
your face based on profes¬ 


sional make-overs conducted 
on the models. 

The computer can also tell 
you if your tried-and-tested 
make-up combinations are 
actually right for your face, 
explained Kristina 

Scherbaum, who developed 
the programme at the presti¬ 
gious Max Planck Institute. 

"We also take into consid¬ 
eration certain personal facial 
characteristics, like freckles 
or moles. Furthermore, we 
can determine whether or not 
already existing make-up on 
a woman suits her face," she 
added. 

The software, currently 
only available for women, is 
at the research stage at the 
moment but could easily be 
adapted for commercial use, 
said Himangsho Saikia, who 
designed the interface sys¬ 
tem. 

"Professional make-up is 
expensive but with this, you 
could turn on your computer 
in the morning, use a web¬ 
cam and have your make-up 
done for you," he said. 

The system can also be 
modified to provide cosmet¬ 
ics advice in different situa¬ 
tions, such as jazzy make-up 
for an evening party or more 
sober for work.

US names Baidu, PirateBay 
on copyright piracy list 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
The US on Monday named 
leading Chinese search en¬ 
gine Baidu and Swedish tor¬ 
rent download site Pirate Bay 
in a list of the world's top 
marketplaces for pirated and 
counterfeit goods. 

The US Trade Representa¬ 
tive's office said the two web¬ 
sites, a host of others and 
more than 20 shopping dis¬ 
tricts such as the Silk Market 
in Beijing and Pantip Plaza in 
Bangkok were "notorious" 
centers openly selling or en¬ 
abling the sale of counterfeit 
or pirated goods, from soft¬ 
ware to industrial products to 
live sports television broad¬ 
casts. 

While no action was 
threatened in the USTR's first 
global "Review of Notorious 
Markets", it said the offend¬ 
ers were targets for copyright 
enforcement efforts and 
could be singled out in indi- 


Window-shopping in the future at 
giant tech fair 



HANOVER, Germany (AFP) 
Always window-shopping 
but never stopping to buy? In 
the future you can do both 
with new technology allow¬ 
ing you to point through the 
window at items and buy 
them with a swish of your 
hand. 

The technology, already 
making a splash at the 
CeBIT, the world's biggest 
high-tech fair, uses a series of 
infrared cameras that register 
the movements of your hand 
and instantly transmit them to 
a large screen in the shop 
window. 

The shopper stands about 
a metre (yard) away from the 
glass and simply points to the 


desired dress, hat, bag or 
shoes. 

Instantly a new menu ap¬ 
pears showing the item in 3D, 
along with crucial retail in¬ 
formation such as the sizes 
available, colours — and of 
course, price. 

With another brief wave of 
the hand, the user can rotate 
the item in 3D, change the 
colour and scroll through 
similar products. 

If the punter decides to 
take the plunge, he or she 
points at the "checkout" icon 
and pays by placing a smart¬ 
phone against the glass. 

"It’s secure, easy and of 
course 24/7," said Paul Cho- 
jecki, project manager at Ger¬ 


many's Fraunhofer Institute, 
which developed the technol¬ 
ogy- 

One of the main advan¬ 
tages over touch screen tech¬ 
nology is that the user does 
not need to input personal 
data that could be visible to 
passers-by, he said, predict¬ 
ing it would soon become 
everyday practice. 

"It's the same as with 
touch screens," he said. "At 
first, everyone thought it was 
strange, now everyone does 
it." 

Another advantage of this 
system over touch screen 
technology is that it is much 
more hygienic as there is no 
contact with the glass. 

Chojecki said you could 
be buying things with your 
finger sooner than you might 
think. "I would say in two 
years, this technology will be 
fairly widespread. A few big 
stores have already expressed 
an interest. 

The first prototypes will 
likely be coming to a store 
near you this year, he added. 

"It's really a revolution for 
window-shopping."

Astronauts install 
Italian-built 
module at space lab 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - As- 
tronauts at the orbiting Inter¬ 
national Space Station on 
Tuesday installed a perma¬ 
nent Italian-built storage 
module, while Russia nixed 
plans to fly around and take 
pictures of the crowded lab. 

The flyabout by Russia's 
Soyuz capsule would have 
provided new camera angles 
on the ISS as well as an un¬ 
usual group photo of all the 
five participating nations' ve¬ 
hicles and equipment to¬ 
gether for the first time. 

Japan's HTV craft, the Eu¬ 
ropean ATV supply ship, 
Russia's Soyuz and Progress 
space capsules and the Amer¬ 
ican space shuttle Discovery 
are all docked at the ISS, and 
Canada's Dextre robot is up 
and running there, too. 

"It was kind of a late pro¬ 
posal that we do this," largely 
because the US shuttle was 
delayed from its initial No¬ 
vember launch plan due to 
technical problems, said 
NASA spokesman John Ira 
Petty.

"continue to work closely 
with brand owners and others 
to further enhance the level of 
trust and integrity in our on¬ 
line marketplaces". 

"We appreciate the 
USTR's acknowledgment of 
our ongoing efforts to work 
with brand owners in protect¬ 
ing their intellectual property 
rights," the spokesman, John 
Spelich, told AFP. 

A slew of BitTorrent sites 
— which permit speedy 
downloads of large files like 
music, videos and books — 
were named, including The 
Pirate Bay, IsoHunt of 
Canada, Russia-based Ru- 
tracker, Ukraine's Demenoid, 
and Publicbt. 

Russia-based social net¬ 
working site Vkontakte was 
cited for permitting users "to 
provide access to allegedly 
infringing materials." 

The list of markets in¬ 
cluded sites in Mexico City, 
Buenos Aires, New Delhi, 
Kiev, Jakarta, Hong Kong 
and Manila. 

It said the entire economy 
of Ciudad del Este in 
Paraguay "is based in part on 
the trafficking of counterfeit 
and infringed goods, with a 
particular emphasis on elec¬ 
tronic goods. 

"This activity spills over 
into the entire Tri-Border Re¬ 
gion of Paraguay, Argentina 
and Brazil, creating a hotbed

Surge in births after deadly New Zealand quake 



CHRISTCHURCH,New 
Zealand (AFP) - As many as 
240 people likely died in New 
Zealand’s devastating earth¬ 
quake, but health services have 
also been stretched coping with 
a different problem — a surge in 
new life. 

Canterbury district health 
director David Meates said 
there had been a ’’real pressure" 
to deal with births after last 
week’s 6.3-magnitude tremor, 
and that premature babies 
packed out Christchurch Hos¬ 
pital’s neonatal unit. 

"Earthquakes do tend to 
hurry things along for those in¬ 
tending to deliver," said Meates 
of the surge in births, which 
saw some 76 maternity patients 
hospitalised in the days after 
the Febmary 22 quake. 

So many births followed the 
deadly jolt that some babies 
had to be transferred to North 
Island hospitals while 
Christchurch Hospital put out a 
call for extra midwives from 
across the country. 

An even greater spike was 
seen after last September's 7.0- 
level tremor, when 21 babies 
were bom at the hospital in the 
following 24 hours, a record 


number. 

"If s just one of those things. 
You could blame it on the full 
moon or the high tide. I think 
anecdotally people go into sur¬ 
vival mode," Canterbury mid¬ 
wifery director Samantha 
Burke told local media. 

Christchurch woman Jo 
Blackman visited her midwife 
just hours before the earth¬ 
quake and was told not to ex¬ 
pect her baby for a few more 
days. When the tremor stmck, 
all she could think about was 
mshing through her shuddering 


house to reach her two-year-old 
son, Josh. 

"I didn't even think about 
the pregnancy — I just wanted 
to get to Josh," Blackman, 34, 
told Fairfax newspapers. "Then 
when my husband got back and 
we were looking at a few 
cracks in the house I suddenly 
felt my contractions." 

Baby Alyssa was bom at 
7:30 pm as frantic searches 
continued for survivors in cen¬ 
tral Christchurch and as hun¬ 
dreds of injured people were 
tended on surrounding floors. 


Michelle Obama gets a Republican boost on obesity 



Michelle Obama Anti-Obesity 
Campaign Controversy Contin¬ 
ues. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Two 
prominent Republicans came 
to the defense of First Lady 
Michelle Obama, breaking 
ranks with some of their party's 
top stars who have taken jabs 
at her campaign against obe¬ 
sity. 

Mike Huckabee, a formerly 
overweight talk show host who 
is a possible presidential con¬ 
tender, took issue with conser¬ 
vative critics who say the first 


lady is unduly involving 
the government in per¬ 
sonal and family decision¬ 
making. 

The critics include 
Sarah Palin, Minnesota 
lawmaker and Tea Party 
champion Michele Bach- 
mann, and radio commen¬ 
tator Rush Limbaugh. 

"I didn't say they're all 
wrong," Huckabee said on 
Fox News. "I'm just sim¬ 
ply saying that what 
Michelle Obama is pro¬ 
posing is not that the gov¬ 
ernment tells you that you 
can't eat dessert." 

"What Michelle Obama has 
proposed is that we recognize 
that we have a serious obesity 
crisis, which we do," said 
Huckabee, who calls himself a 
"recovering foodaholic" who 
once weighed 135k (300 lbs). 

The former Arkansas gov¬ 
ernor pointed out that 75 per¬ 
cent of military age youths in 
the United States do not qual¬ 


ify for military service "be¬ 
cause they're either overweight 
or obese and can't meet the 
minimum army standards." 

New Jersey Governor Chris 
Christie, who has called him¬ 
self portly, also distanced him¬ 
self from conservatives critical 
of the first lady's efforts to en¬ 
courage young Americans to 
stay fit and eat healthy foods. 

"I think it's a really good 
goal to encourage kids to eat 
better," Christie stressed. 

'Tve struggled with my 
weight for 30 years. And it's a 
struggle." he added. 

While "I don't want the 
government deciding what you 
can and what you can't eat.... I 
think Mrs. Obama being out 
there encouraging people in a 
positive way to eat well and to 
exercise and to be healthy, I 
don't have a problem with 
that," Christie added.

US Treasury to sell $2.7 bn in Ally 
Financial shares 


BRIEFS: 


US central bank chief optimistic about jobs: 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - There are ’’grounds for optimism” 
that the ailing US jobs market will pick up this year, Federal 
Reserve chairman Ben Bernanke told Congress. 

Sounding an upbeat tone amid high levels of unemployment, 
Bernanke said positive data in December and January could 
auger well for the next few quarters. 

He cited a drop in unemployment over the last two months 
as well as figures showing fewer Americans have claimed 
jobless benefits over the past few weeks, and ”an improve¬ 
ment in firms’ hiring plans.” His comments likely will boost 
hopes that February unemployment figures, which will be 
released , could be better than expected. 


Eurozone ups growth forecast: 

BRUSSELS (AFP) - The European Commission raised its eu¬ 
rozone growth forecast to 1.6 percent for 2011 ,but warned 
that markets remain fragile and unrest in the Arab world 
threatens to drive up inflation. 

The European Union’s executive arm, which last November 
had forecast 2011 growth of 1.5 percent, said the improved 
outlook was supported by ’’better prospects for the global 
economy and upbeat EU business sentiment.” 

But the recovery is expected to remain uneven among the 17 
nations that share the euro, with the export-driven German 
economy leading the pack while debt-stricken southern 
countries lag behind as they slash spending. 

Barclays buys Citigroup's Egg credit card di¬ 
vision: 

LONDON (AFP) - Barclays bank said that it has agreed to 
buy the Egg credit card division from US banking giant Cit¬ 
igroup for an undisclosed amount. 

’’Barclays Bank Pic has agreed to acquire Egg’s UK credit 
card assets,” the lender said in a statement. 

’’Under the terms of the transaction, Barclays will purchase 
Egg’s UK credit card accounts, consisting of approximately 
1.15 million credit card accounts with approximately £2.3 
billion of gross receivables.” 

The deal is expected to be completed in the first half of the 
year, subject to regulatory approvals. Egg will then be inte¬ 
grated with the group’s own credit card division, Barclay- 
card.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
US Treasury Department said 
it is putting up for sale about 
$2.7 billion in shares of bailed- 
out Ally Financial, the former 
financing arm of rescued auto 
giant General Motors. 

It represents the first dis¬ 


posal of gov¬ 
ernment assets 
in the rescue of 
GM's GMAC, 
a provider of fi¬ 
nancing to auto 
customers 
which expan¬ 
ded to include 


insurance, on¬ 
line banking, 
mortgage oper¬ 
ations and com- 
m e r c i a 1 
finance. 

Hit hard in the financial cri¬ 
sis, sparked by a collapse of 
the home loan industry, 
GMAC was bailed out by the 
government, receiving $16.3 
billion in taxpayer-funded aid 
in installments beginning in 
December 2008.It was re¬ 


named Ally Financial in 2010. 

The offering of Ally pre¬ 
ferred shares is being led by 
Citigroup, Deutsche Bank, JP 
Morgan and Morgan Stanley, 
the Treasury said in a state¬ 
ment. It did not say when the 
sale would take place. 

’’All proceeds raised from 
this first sale would represent 
a partial recovery on Treas¬ 
ury’s investment in Ally,” the 
department said. 

The Treasury said the sale 
would leave unchanged its 74 
percent holding of Ally com¬ 
mon shares. 

Ally is expected to make an 
initial public offering on the 
stock market of its common 
shares, valued last December 
at an estimated $23 billion, but 
has not yet released a date.

"Britain's night of 
Oscar triumphs was pure 
gold." 

Kate Muir, writing in The 
Times, suggested the film 
benefited from Hollywood 
becoming caught in the "per¬ 
fect storm of Englishness." 

"The great performances 
from Colin Firth, Geoffrey 
Rush and Helena Bonham 
Carter were obviously cen¬ 
tral, but there was also the be¬ 
hind-the-scenes machine 
being oiled by the old Holly¬ 
wood hand and distributor 
Harvey Weinstein," Muir 
wrote. 


"To that, add the fact that 
the 6,000-strong Academy's 
largest voting group consists 
of actors, who voted for the 
most thespian entry. The per¬ 
fect storm of Englishness and 
royalty was complete." 

The Guardian's Peter 
Bradshaw celebrated the tri¬ 
umphant film for not adher¬ 
ing to the usual Tinseltown 
rules. 

"When my mother told me 
my 80-something aunt had 
gone to the cinema, on her 
own, to see 'The King's 
Speech’, I realised how suc¬ 
cessful it has been in harness¬ 
ing the awesome strength of 
the grey pound," he said.

NEW DELHI (AFP) - Sri 
Lankan slingshot Lasith Ma- 
linga became the first man to 
claim two World Cup hat- 
tricks on Tuesday with a sen¬ 
sational destruction of 
hapless Kenya, comfortably 
the tournament's worst team. 

The 27-year-old, who took 
four wickets in four balls 
against South Africa in the 
2007 edition, finished with a 
career best 6-38 as Kenya 
were bowled out for 142, 
struggling under a barrage of 
trademark Malinga toe- 
crushers. 

Opener Upal Tharanga 
then hit an unbeaten 67 as Sri 
Lanka raced to a nine-wicket 
win with more than 31 overs 
to spare. 

"Lasith as usual, the 
champion that he is, the ball 
reversing, he did a great job 
for us," said Sri Lanka skip¬ 
per Kumar Sangakkara, 
whose team had lost by just 
11 runs to Pakistan on Satur¬ 
day. 

Malinga had Tanmay 
Mishra lbw with the final ball 
of the 42nd over and then 
clean-bowled Peter Ongondo 



winner of the 'Man of the 
Match' during the Kenya v 
Sri Lanka Group A match 

and Shem Ngoche with the 
first two of the 44th to com¬ 
plete his hat-trick. 

Malinga, who had earlier 
dismissed opener Seren Wa¬ 
ters and top-scorer Collins 
Obuya, missed the chance for 
another four in four when he 
unleashed a wide past Elijah 


Otieno. 

But he was not to be de¬ 
nied, clean-bowling the hap¬ 
less number 11 with another 
unplayable delivery for a 
fourth wicket in six balls. 

His hat-trick was the sec¬ 
ond of this World Cup fol¬ 
lowing West Indies seamer 
Kemar Roach's achievement 
against the Netherlands on 
Monday. 

"Every time the captain 
gives me the ball, he asks for 
a wicket," said Malinga, who 
missed the first two matches 
with a back strain. 

Kenya, who went into the 
Group A game at the R. Pre- 
madasa stadium in Colombo 
with the tournament's worst 
record, were 8-2 at one stage 
before brothers Collins (52) 
and David Obuya (51) put on 
94 for the third wicket. 

But their last seven wick¬ 
ets went for the addition of 
just 22 runs to leave the home 
side with a straightforward 
target to avenge their shock 
5 3-run defeat against Kenya 
in Nairobi in the 2003 World 
Cup. 


UEFA kicks off Euro 2012 ticket sales 



WARSAW (AFP) - UEFA on 
Tuesday kicked off ticket 
sales for the 2012 European 
Championship, marking the 
moment by handing over free 
seats to a fan of co-hosts 
Poland. 

At a ceremony in Warsaw 
the president of European 
football's governing body, 
Michel Platini, presented 
Pawel Michalczak, a 34-year- 
old forester who lives near 
the Polish capital, with his 
prize of a ticket for Poland's 
three first-round matches. 

"Of course I can't guaran¬ 


tee you'll get to see them in 
the second round too," 
Frenchman Platini joked, 
speaking in Italian as his for¬ 
mer Juventus team-mate and 
ex-Poland icon Zbigniew 
Boniek translated. 

Michalczak won a compe¬ 
tition organised by UEFA for 
Polish fans. 

"I couldn't believe it when 
I got the call. I thought some¬ 
one was trying to sell me 
something," Michalczak said. 

In a ceremony in Kiev, 
capital of Poland's fellow 
host nation, Ukraine, UEFA 


executive member Frantisek 
Laurinec handed over four 
tickets for the country's June 
11 opener to primary school 
teacher Vita Lavrenko, who 
was accompanied by her 
young son. 

Other fans hoping to see 
the 16-nation championships 
will also need luck. 

More than 550,000 tickets 
are available for the general 
public but demand tradition¬ 
ally far outstrips supply — 
10.4 million people applied 
for 300,000 tickets at Euro 
2008. 

From Tuesday until the 
end of this month, would-be 
buyers must sign up at a 
ticket portal on UEFA's web¬ 
site, uefa.com. 

UEFA underlines that the 
site is the only authorised 
channel, and warns that other 
purported sources could be 
fronts for rip-off merchants. 

"We will be vigilant and 
will take all necessary meas¬ 
ures against fraud," Pedro 
Correia, head of UEFA's 
ticket operations, said in Kiev. 

In April, UEFA will decide 
by lottery who gets to pur¬ 
chase a ticket. 

On Tuesday, 591,000 peo¬ 
ple had already applied, 70 
percent from Poland and 
Ukraine, and the rest from 
159 other countries, UEFA 
said.

Mayweather eyes South 
Africa fight: report 



LAS VEGA (AFP) - Un¬ 
beaten US boxer Floyd May- 
weather, who is facing felony 
charges that could bring in 34 
years behind bars, is talking 
about staging a fight in South 
Africa in July, his uncle Jeff 
says. 

Jeff Mayweather, a former 
fighter himself, told the web¬ 
site www.fighthype.com his 
nephew was in talks with the 
family of Nelson Mandela 
about a possible fight around 
the time of Mandela's 93rd 
birthday on July 18. 

Having Floyd May¬ 
weather, 41-0 with 25 knock¬ 
outs, fight anywhere has 
become a rare event. His last 
bout was 10 months ago 
when he won a unanimous 
decision over Shane Mosley, 
who will fight Filipino star 
Manny Pacquiao on May 7. 

Floyd Mayweather's only 
other fight since December of 
2007 was a 2009 decision 
over Juan Manuel Marquez 
that ended an 18-month hia¬ 
tus from the ring. 

Fight fans have dreamed 
of a Pacquiao-Mayweather 
showdown, although it is un¬ 
likely "Pretty Boy Floyd" 
would take on such a fight in 
South Africa after a layoff 
and that Pacquiao would re¬ 
turn to the ring so soon to 
meet Mayweather. 

A fight in South Africa in 


July could set the stage for a 
possible November or De¬ 
cember fight against Pac¬ 
quiao. 

"I know he is talking to 
Nelson Mandela's daughter," 
Jeff Mayweather said. "Of 
course, in the midst of that, 
they are also trying to make 
the fight between Floyd and 
Manny." 

Mayweather, who turned 
34 last Thursday, also faces 
two court fights in Las Vegas, 
the most serious of which is a 
domestic violence case. 

Mayweather faces an evi¬ 
dence hearing next week on 
charges that he struck and 
threatened former girlfriend 
Josie Harris, stole her tele¬ 
phone and threatened two of 
their children in an incident 
last September. 

In an unrelated case, May¬ 
weather faces charges of pok¬ 
ing a security guard in the 
face during a scuffle in No¬ 
vember over parking tickets 
issued to vehicles around 
Mayweather's home in a pri¬ 
vate neighborhood. That trial 
will not start until April 25 at 
the earliest. 

Pacquiao, 52-3 with two 
draws and 38 knockouts, 
will try and make Mosley, 
46-6 with one draw and 39 
knockouts, his 14th victim in 
a row over a six-year un¬ 
beaten run.

Talks resume as deadline looms 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Talks between National Foot¬ 
ball League owners and play¬ 
ers union leaders resumed 
Tuesday with a Thursday 
deadline looming for the ex¬ 
piration of their current col¬ 
lective bargaining agreement. 

Billionaire owners and 
mulit-millionaire players 
have been unable to agree on 
how to divide $9 billion in 
annual revenues, setting the 
stage for a shutdown of 
America's most popular 
sport. 

After a four-day break fol¬ 
lowing seven days in a row of 
talks, both sides returned to 


the negotiating table along 
with a non-binding federal 
mediator who characterized 
talks last week as having 
made slight progress but with 
strong differences remaining 
over major issues. 

Owners want to boost the 
regular season from 16 to 18 
games a team, which would 
boost income for both sides 
but add wear and tear for 
players already concerned 
about career longevity and 
safety issues in the sport. 

Players seek greater bene¬ 
fits for players after their ca¬ 
reers while owners want a 
rookie wage scale. 


NFL Players Association 
leaders have expressed con¬ 
cern the NFL clubs could im¬ 
pose a lockout as early as 
Friday. 

But the players union 
could also decide to decertify 
itself as the bargaining unit 
for players, which would halt 
talks and send players to court 
to try and secure a deal, set¬ 
ting the stage for a protracted 
legal fight with the NFL be¬ 
fore the issues are settled. 

The NFL has not had a 
labor shutdown since 1987 
when replacement players 
crossed picket lines to play 
for three games. 


Bonds pleads not guilty once again

SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
US home run king Barry 
Bonds pleaded not guilty on 
Tuesday to refiled charges 
that he lied under oath when 
denying that he knowingly 
took performance-enhancing 
drugs. 

Bonds faces four counts of 
peijury and another of obstruct¬ 
ing justice in a trial scheduled 
to begin on March 21. 

Prosecutors were forced to 
re-file their indictment for a 


second time since originally 
filing charges against the for¬ 
mer San Francisco Giants 
slugger in November of2007. 

Six of 11 charges that had 
been filed against Bonds were 
dropped after US District 
Court Judge Susan Illston re¬ 
fused to allow evidence gath¬ 
ered linking Bonds to failed 
dope tests. 

As a result of the re-writ- 
ten charges, Bonds was 
forced to enter a plea for a 


fourth time overall and he 
continued to maintain his in¬ 
nocence. 

The charges stem from tes¬ 
timony by Bonds to a 2003 
grand jury investigating the 
BALCO steroid scandal when 
Bonds said he never know¬ 
ingly took steroids. 

Greg Anderson, who had 
been the personal trainer for 
Bonds, was among those con¬ 
victed in the BALCO scandal 
that rocked athletics and 
Major League Baseball. 

A later hearing was ex¬ 
pected to feature Anderson, 
who spent more than a year in 
prison for previously refusing 
to testify to a grand jury in¬ 
vestigating Bonds. 

Anderson could be sent to 
jail on contempt of court 
charges again for refusing to 
testify against Bonds in the 
upcoming trial. 

Bonds set the all-time 
Major League Baseball 
homer record of 762 in 2007, 
breaking Hank Aaron's prior 
mark of 755 but booed by 
fans outside San Francisco 
who considered him a dope 
cheat after reports of his 
BALCO scandal links. 

Bonds hit a one-season 
major league record of 73 
homers in 2001. 


Heat drop Arroyo, set to 
sign Bibby 


MIAMI (AFP) - Mike Bibby 
appears set to join the Miami 
Heat, who made room for 
signing the 13-year NBA vet¬ 
eran point guard by cutting 
loose Carlos Arroyo on Tues¬ 
day, according to Heat players. 

Bibby was traded from the 
Atlanta Hawks to Washing¬ 
ton last week at the NBA 
trade deadline and the Wiz¬ 
ards bought out Bibby's con¬ 
tract on Monday, leaving him 
free to sign with any club 
once he clears waivers on 
Wednesday. 

"If Mike is coming here 
soon, which we all believe, 
he's going to help us out 


tremendously," said two-time 
reigning NBA Most Valuable 
Player LeBron James. 

Arroyo was not at a Heat 
team practice on Tuesday. 
After starting 42 games for 
Miami this season, he played 
only 27 minutes last month. 

Bibby could make his 
debut in a Miami uniform as 
soon as Thursday when the 
Heat face Orlando. 

At 43-17, the Heat rank 
second in the Eastern Confer¬ 
ence, one game behind 
Boston and one game ahead 
of Chicago in a fight for play¬ 
off seeding and home-court 
advantage in the playoffs.

Sports in danger from 
$140 bln Illegal betting 
Rogge 



Kings deadline extended over possible move 


LAUSANNE (AFP) 
Olympic chief Jacques 
Rogge warned Tuesday that 
sports as a whole was in dan¬ 
ger from an estimated 140 
billion dollars a year in illegal 
betting worldwide. 

His warning came after 
the International Olympic 
Committee (IOC), some 
sports officials, friendly gov¬ 
ernments, Interpol and repre¬ 
sentatives of betting 
operators held a first meeting 
to find joint ways to tackle 
the problem. 

"I think sports is in danger, 
it's not about the Olympic 
Games, it's about sports as a 
whole,” Rogge said after the 
meeting agreed to set in mo¬ 
tion a task force. 

Rogge has repeatedly said 
he fears that illegal and irreg¬ 
ular betting threatens the 
credibility of popular specta¬ 
tor sports through match-fix¬ 
ing. 

”The turnover invested in 
illegal betting is 140 billion 
US dollars, that's a huge 
amount of money,” he said, 
citing figures given during 
the meeting. 

"What we have from In¬ 
terpol is definitely that illegal 
betting is on the rise, that we 
have to absolutely fight that, 
there is a sense of urgency,” 
the president of the Interna¬ 
tional Olympic Committee 
insisted. 

"It's not about the 
Olympic Games, it's about 
sports in general, what we 
heard this morning is a clear 
signal. 

Interpol Secretary General 
Ronald Noble told the meet¬ 
ing that one joint, four week 
police swoop in China, 
Malaysia, Singapore, Thai¬ 
land and Vietnam in 2007 


found 700 million dollars in 
football bets on the table and 
led to nearly 400 arrests. 

By 2008 Indonesia joined 
the operation, 1,300 arrests 
were made and 1.4 billion 
dollars in bets were blocked, 
coinciding with the Euro 
2008. During last year's 
World Cup 155 million dol¬ 
lars in illegal bets were pre¬ 
vented in an unspecified 
four-nation operation. 

Football betting scams 
reach as deep as fourth divi¬ 
sion football, with the help of 
organised crime, fuelled by 
expanding broadband inter¬ 
net, according to Rogge. 

"There have been docu¬ 
mented cases of cheating and 
match fixing in Sumo 
wrestling in Japan, there have 
been very recently cases very 
visible in cricket, there have 
been cases in team sports,” he 
added. 

A spot-fixing scandal left 
three Pakistan cricketers 
banned and facing criminal 
charges last month, while 
persistent corruption fears are 
troubling tennis after several 
players were contacted by in¬ 
vestigators amid rumours of 
suspicious betting patterns. 

European football govern¬ 
ing body UEFA and world 
body FIFA have set up their 
own betting monitoring units 
in recent years. 

British Sports Minister 
Hugh Robertson, Australian 
counterpart Mark Arbib, and 
French and Swiss ministers 
took part in the meeting in 
Geneva. 

Those countries already 
have legislated on betting and 
are regarded as a core that 
could draw in more countries 
to provide police investiga¬ 
tions and law enforcement.

Pushing back the deadline 
will allow the issue to be dis¬ 
cussed at an NBA board of 
governors meeting on April

season and the start of the 
playoffs, which the Kings,
